ONDON, January 
12.—The keynote 
has been struck for 
another dig fuss 
about Morell Mack- 
enzie, which next 
week will be the 
absorbing topic in 
English and Ger- 
man papers and 
sink the Morier in- 
cident out of sight. 

: It involves ashock- 
ing snub to royalty, probably unprecedented. 

Last night an official announcement was 
made in 1 quiet way that the 
Royal College of Surgeons had adopted 
resolutions severely censuring Mackenzie for 
publishing his book about the iliness of the 
German Emperor. This gneat blow is struck 
at Mackenzie by his own college and amounts 
to a notification to the famous throat special- 
ist bythe most powerful and distinguished 
body of medical men in England that they 
want nothing more to do with him. 

INVOKING ROYALTY’S AID. 

Mackenzie got wind of the intended rebuke, 
by a notice to appear before the council of t4 
college and defend 
himself against the 
charge of a breach of 
professional etiquette. 
He paid no attention 
to the summons, so far 
as putting in an ap- 
pearance was con- 
cerned, but invoked 
the direct interference 
of the Empress Fred- 
erick and the Queen to 
head off the resolution 
of censure. 

The Empress wrote a . 
letter to the college through Sir Spencer 
Wells, who proposed the resolution, 
beseeching them not to take such a step be- 
cause it would seriousig impair her position 
and interests in Germany. This letter was 
written from Osborne on the Queen’s letter 
paper. The Empress indicated further that 
Mackenzie wrote the book at the solicitation 
of herself and the Queen, and that any cen- 
sure on him must nec- 
essarily refiect on them. This 
letter was read to the college and yetin the 
teeth of such powerful royal persuasion, they 
threw Mackenzie overboard and sided with 
the German doctors. The letters has not been 
made public yet, but surely will be when the 
matter becomes the subject of controversy in 
the papers. The great wonder will be how 
such doctors as depend in a great degree on 
royal circles for patronage and position could 
disregard such a request. 

A SURGEON’S OPINION. 

Aprominent surgeon who refused to allow 
his name to be quoted said to-day: ‘‘It will 
be hard to convince the people that the col- 
lege was actuated by motives of professional 
honor and not by an acute attack of profes- 
sional jealousy. That was undoubtedly at 
the bottom of it. Few people out- 
side of the profession realize what a blow 
this is to Mackenzie, and particularly when 
the Empress Frederick, backed by the Queen, 
almost went down on her knees to ward & off. 
Yet the vote of the Oollege lacked only two 
votes of being ananimous. My opinion is that 
the Empress bungled as badly in head- 
ing off this move as Mackenzie aid 
in publishing the book. Instead of writing the 
letter to the college if she had quietly called 
Sir Spencer Wells and one or two other promi- 
nentmen to Osborne and made the matter a 
personal affair instead of a college affair. I 
think the resolution might have been sup- 
pressed. 

POPULARITY OF THE EMPRESS. 

The Empress Frederick has such «4 
hold upon populer sympathy here just 
at present that the publication of 
the facts will probably cause the tide 
of public feeling now to flow toward 
Mackenzie. The Empress feels persecuted 
enough in the course of events in Germany| 
without an additional burden from the 
English people. It is known that she person- 
ally wrote to her son, the Emperor, a few 
days since, asking him to put a stop to Bis- 
marck’s revenge in keeping alive the Morter

Who Osman Digna Is.

Panis, January 11.—Osman Digna, who com- 
mands the advance army of the Mahdi’s 
troops, and who firat communicated to Gen. 
Grenfell the alleged capture of Stanley and 
Emin Bey, I. not an Arab, as ie generally de- 
lieved, but is an European by birth. Aeccord- 
ing to the Ferit Journal Osman Digna was born 
in Rouen, Fran e, in 1836, of French parents. 
His father, whose name was Joseph Nisbet, 
sentthe boy, Gorge, at an early age to Paris 
to be educated. When George was 13 years 
old hie parents emigrated to Alexandria, in 
Kgypt. Here Joseph Nisbet soon succumbed 
to the trying climate and his widow, 
who was stil! a beautiful wo- 
man and comp: tively young, married 
Osman Digna. an Arabian merchant. The 
latter took a stron, liking to his stepson, had 
him educated inthe Mohammedan faith, and 
sent him to Cairo, to attend the military 
school. George Nisbet became Osman Digna, 
Jr. When he had graduated from the college 
with high honors, the family moved to Sua- 
kim, when Osman Digna, Sr., engaged asa 
merchant and slave dealer, principally the lut- 
ter, and acquired «a large fortune. Alter the 
death of his stepfather, Osman Digna, Jr., 
continued the business and soon became one 
of the most influential men in Suakim. 
When the revolt of the Arabs took place in 
1862, Osman Digna became one of the 
most enthusiastic champions of the move- 
ment. He was joined by his friend, Arabi 
Pasha, and was elected chief of all the tribes 
in Eastern Soudan. Osman isa general fa- 
vorite, and wields such a powerful influence 
that even the Mahdi himself dare not oppose 
the pacific endeavors of the French Arab’’ to 
Open the Soudan to the commerce of the 
world. Osman hasapowerful physique and 
imposing stature; he has dark, restiess eyes, a 
very long, black beard and carries himself 
with all the dignity ofa full-blooded Sheik. 
He has only“ three wives, who, coming 
from the dest families in the Soudan, 
through their family connections increase his 
already great influence in the councils of the 
mation. Osman Digna has only one arm, hav- 
ing lost the left one on the battle fleld.

Great Questions to Be Settled in the Near 
Future—Austria’s Desire. 


Special Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch. 


IENNA, January 12. 
—Politics at Vienna 
is just now summed 
up in the one word, 
‘*Servia.’’ The Vi- 
ena and Pesth 
newspapers are 
eagerly speculating 
as to the composi- 
tion of the new Ser- 
vian Cabinet, the 
possible accession of the formidable M. Ris- 
tics to power, and even the possible abdica- 
tion of King Milan. M. De Layeleye, in an in- 
terview to-day, said: The real cause of the 
uneasiness which Austrian politicians always 
feel, and occasionally express, about Servia 
is that Austria bas shown herself the deter- 
mined enemy of the Servian nationality, We 
talk of Bosnians and Herregovinians, but 
Bosnians and Herzegovinians are Serbs. 80 
are the Montenegrins and Lakewis, the two 
millions of people scattered about Hungary, 
Croatia, Slavonia and Daimatia. 
THE SERVIAN DREAM. 

All the Serbs, the Montenegrins excepted, 
are under Austrian rule, and with regard to 
the people of Bosnia and Herzegovinia at all 
events, there is at the bottom of every Servian 
heart the feeling that Servia should be inde- 
pendent. In Macedonia, also, though under 
Turkish rule, there is another large block of 
Servian inhabitants. Now, to talk of pan- 
slavism in connect on with Servia is nonsense, 
and the pbrase is only used by Austrian news- 
papers with the object of inducing the public 
to believe that for some mysterious reason 
the Servians are anxious to be absorbed into 
Russia. Pan-Serbism, on the other hand, is a 
very real feeling and a very strong one. It 
may seem ancient history to talk of the four- 
teenth century and the great Stephen Dushan, 
but when, in point of fact, every Servian 
knows all about the great Dushan and dreams 
of a reconstituted Servia which, like the 
Servia of those days, should extend from 
Belgrade to Janina, it is not ancient history at 
all, but very modern history indeed. Of 
course the Servians do not shut their eyes to 
the hard facts of the ninetéenth century. 
Tney probably dream lIittie of Croatia and 
not at all of Saionica. But on the other hand, 
they do most certainly dream a great deal of 
Bosnia, Herzegovinia, still more of Kossoro 
and Novi-Bazar, and they will never acquiesce 
without fighting (any more, for that matter, 
than the Greeks) in the acauisition of the 
whole of Macedonia by Bulgaria. 

THE TREATY OF SAN STEFANO. 

The treaty of San Stefano did wrong to 
Greece and Servia by giving the whole Mace- 
donian land to Bulgaria, as a large part of it 
was not Bulgarian, but Greek and Servian. 
The settiementof the Macedonian question 
depends essentially upon the Bulgarians. It 
is a bard saying, bute true one, that Greeks 
and Servians would rather see the Turk rule 
in Macedonia than to see the whole of that 
country given up to Bulgarians, and if the lat 
ter fall to show sense and moderation that 
particular question will never be settled with- 
out a war. 

“The other part of Servia Irredania raises even 
more serious questions: Austria went into 
Bosnia and Herzegovinia expressly to pro- 
vent the formation of a greater Servie. She 
rushed forward towards Novi-Bazar express- 
ly inorder to drive a wedge between Servia 
and Montenegro, and so prevent their union. 
It istherefore impossible that any patriotic 
Servian should be honestly Austria’s friend. 
It is hard to see what will be the outcome of it 
all; but it is certain that Austria has herself 
manufactured the greater part of her present 
difficulties. Ifebe had frankly aided the for- 
mation of the greater Servia instead of 
thwarting it by every meansin her power she 
could now snap her fingers at the Russians.’’

If the tax is removed 
there will be a general influx of Chinese into 
the United States through British Columbia. 
POSTAL SAVINGS BANKS. 

The exceptional advantages the postal sav- 
ing bank system of the Dominion offers to 
the working classes to save their surplus 
earnings is clearly instanced in the report of 
the Postmaster-General just issued. In 18688 
system of postal sayings banks was intro- 
duced in Canada, as the Postmaster-General 
states, to encourage the habit of saving 
among the working classes by providing a 
place where they might deposit their surplus 
earnings at a fair rate of interest (4 per cent), 
with absolute security. This system enables 
such depositors to deposit assmallasum as 
$1; the amount deposited in one year not to 
exceed $300, or in all $1,000. Ordinary banks 
will not, as a rule, take such small deposits, 
and consequently they were heretofore 
obliged to save up until they had accumulated 
a sufficient sum, large enough to deposit it in 
ordinary banks. In 1869 these postal banks 
numbered eighty-one, with $204,588 on de- 
posit. In 1880thenumber of banks in opera- 
tion bad increased to 297, and the amounton 
deposit to $3.945,669, increasing in 1888 to 433 
offices, with $20,679,082 to the credit of depos- 
itors. 

Almost the entire increase has been since 
1880. The following is the order in which 
depositors stand according to occupation and 
2 deposited to their credit: Farmers, 
married women, single women, mechanics, 
trusts, accounts and children, laborers, in- 
cluding children, widows, clerks, tradesmen, 
professional men, farm and other male ser- 
vants. The total cost of maintaining the sys- 
tem, including interest allowed depositors 
and all expenses of management is 41-10 per 
cent. The last annual report of the Post- 
master-General shows thatthe total revenue 
of the department during the year was 
$2,751,139; expenditures $3,583,897; deficit 
$782,258. The number of letters carried was 
80,200,000; postal cards, 16,688,000; free letters, 
5,500,000. It has been in contemplation to re- 
duce the 3 cent rate of postage toa uniform 
rate with thé United States, but the large 
deficit this year the Postmaster-General says, 
will preclude the possibility of such a step 
being taken for the present at least. 

A QUESTION OF PRECEDENCE. 

MONTREAL, Quebec, January 12.—A sensa- 
tion has been created in religious and politi- 
cal circles over the assumption by Cardinal 
Taschereau of precedence in the Provincial 
Parliament over the Lieutenant-Governor and 
representative of the Queen. Parliament 
opened yesterday. Cardinal Taschereau and 
his clergy bad been sent invitations to attend, 
being assicned the first seats on the floor. 
His Eminenee resented this, and writing to 
the chief usher, demanded a position on the 
throne, claiming as a Prince of Rome and ac- 
cording to the rules of tne charch precedence 
over even the representative of the Queen in 
the person of the Lieutenant-Governor of the 
Province. Speaker of the Senate Bruere and 
Premier Merceir held a hurried consultation, 
and word was sent to His Eminence that what 
be demanded would be acceded to, and 
apologizing for any seeming discourtesy. 

It would have been worth the Government’s 
existence to have slighted the Cardinal. A 
hastily constructed, throne was erected be- 
side the Queen's throne, and directly under 
the royal arms, and this was occupied by 
Cardinal Tasch uand his body guard of 
prelates yesterday when Parliament opened. 
Much indignation was expressed by the Pro- 
testant members of the Legislature, and there 
isa movement looking toward sending a re- 
monstrance to the Imperial Government 
against what the English-speaking popula- 
tion call the dangerous influence being exer- 
cised in public affairs by the Catholic Church 
in this province. Only a short time ago a law 
was passed by Parliament, giving the Jesuits 
$400,000 subject to the approval of the Pope be- 
fore it could become a law. The church ex- 
acts tithes from the Catholic inhabitants of 
the province, and there are statutes on the 
books having marginal references, such as 
**decree by our holy father, the Pope, to take 


precedence,’’ etc.

The statis 

tics of the Catholic Church compiled atthe 

Vatican from accurate reports received from 

American prelates, dovever, refute this 

theory and represent the German ele- 

ment as not only numerous but influential, 

and, above all, generous contributors to the 

support not only ot the church in America, 
but to the Holy See as well. 

With these reports before him, and having 
also in view authenticated representations of 
many of the German elergy in America that 
their parishioners as Oatholics are suborai- 
nated in many cases to their Irish co-religion- 
ists in the distribution of moneys, the choice 
of edifices, ete., the Pope is impelled. to ap- 
point 6 Cardinal to investigate the question 
of equal rights involved. 

The Catholic Church in Americais merely a 
mission at the best, there being no establish- 
ment of relations with the Government or 
unanimity of thought among the people 
through which the Holy See can act as it can 
in recognized Catholic countries, and the 
task to which the Pontiff bas betaken bimself 
is une promising great difficulty, if not abso- 
lute failure. In addition to his appointment 
of a commissioner to inquire into the matter 
of equal rights for German Catholics, the 
commissioner being incidentally a German, 
His Holiness is sorely exercised over the 
spirit of socialism which he has discovered to 
be prevalent among the Irish Oatholica of 
America. 

This alleged spirit or socialism is presum- 
ably the spirit of patriotism and love of liber- 
ty, which impeis Irish-Americans to give all 
possible aid to the struggle of home rule, 
which is being carried onin Ireland. If this 
be the spirit he alindes to in his exhorta- 
tions to American prelates the Holy Father is 
wasting his time in combating it, whatever 
headway he may make in the direction of 
securing equal rights for his German followers.

Prosecutions against Irish members of Par- 
liament are multiplying. Mr. Balfour has re- 
sumed his plan of campaign with all his 
malign vigor. Summons and warrants are 
going about in all directions seeking whom to 
sieze. None ofthe leading men of the Irish par- 
ty. who have rendered themselves construo-

are likely to escape Mr. Balfour’s attentions. 
When Parliament reassemblies it will find the 
Irish vote considerably reduced. All gentie- 
men who have received summones refuse to 
take any notice of them and arrest if they stay 
in the country is sure to follow. The penal- 
ties imposed under the act are increasing in 
severity, and the treatment of political pris- 
oners is more rigorous than ever. Mr. Edward 
Harrington is reported to be suffering from the 
harsh treatment he has received. His brother, 
Timothy Harrington, promises to make the 
House of Commons ring with the denuncia- 
tion of the manner in which the convict rules 
are enforced in case of delicate and educated 
gentlemen to whom the application of such 
rules is wanton torture. 
BVICTIONS IN IRELAND. 

With the revival of political persecution the 
cruel work of eviction is carried on with re- 
lentiess determination. Resistance becomes 
more dogged and threatens to grow more dan- 
werous. Firearms are displayed on both 
sides,although bappily they have not yet been 
used. Several times have the combatants 
been on the brink of firing, but in all cases 
the priests have rfered to prevent blood- 
shed. Should be exchanged and lives 
be lost the consequences would be terribie. 
There would bean outburst of long pent-up 
wrath and fury which might precipitate most 
disastrous events. The Nationalist leaders 
still counsel patience, and the moral infiu- 
ence of their English friends is the great re- 
straining power. 

There was a scene of unusual violence to- 
day on the estates of Lord Lurgan in Armagh. 
A large force of bailiffs and policemen sought 
to evict one John Henry from his holding. 
The house was surrounded by all the defenses 
which ingenuity could devise and 
strongly garrisoned by Henry’s family and 
friends. The fight was a desperate one. The 
police advanced to the attack several times 
and were as often driven back, the defenders 
using pitchforks, stones and hot water. A 
number of the assailants, among them the 
land agent of Lord Lurgan, were injured. At 
last came the usual result. The garrison was 
overpowered and all were made prisoners. 
The building was levelled to the ground.

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THE LABOR BUREAU, 

It is probably true that Missouri’s Bu- 
reau of Labor Statistics is a failure and 
has been from the beginning. But that is 
not a good reason for abolishing an office 
that has rendered most important and 
valuable service in other States. It is a 
reason rather for making it as efficient as 
it ought to be, by properly equipping it 
and putting it in charge of earnest and 
capable men. Missouri is developing so 
fast as one of the greatest industrial 
States in the Union, that a labor bureau 
well administered could render the State 
and its people a service too important to 
be slighted. It will not be good policy for 
the Democratic party to further alienate 
the great labor element by abolishing this 
bureau instead of making it what it ought 
to be. That mode of resenting the ap- 
pearance of a large independent labor 
vote in the last election would have a ten- 
dency to increase it at the expense of the 
Democratic party.

We congratulate both the general pub- 
lic and the Missouri Democracy on the in- 
dication that the majority in the 
Legislature will indulge in no spitework 
against St. Louis and no extreme legisla- 
tion on the liquor question.

By local option, where 
the anti-saloon sentiment is strong 
enough to support such extreme rigor, 
the maximum license fee oan be raised 
almost or quite to the prohibitive point, 
or license may be withbeld altogether.

MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., January 12.—The local 
lumber dealers have about completed the 
invoices of their stock, which shows that 
some 241,986,000 feet of lumber are 
now in lle im Minneapolis. The 
amount had n estimated ali the way from 
250,000,000 to 300, C00, 000 feet.

A Case of Much Interest Settled—A Senator 
Sued. 

BALTIMORE, Md., January 12.—Since 1887 a 
case has been pending in the United States 
Cirouit Court in which a decision has 
been waited for by many in Kent County 
with much interest. The case was that 
of Taggart & Co. against R. 8. Emory of 


Kent County. The suit was brought by Tag 
art & Co., on notes aggregating $20,900, in 
887. These notes were given in December, 
1885, by Robert J. Ruth at twelve months, to 
the order of Emory, and were en- 
dorsed to Taggart & Co. When 
the notes matured their amount was 
not paid, but similar notes were given in re- 
newal, at seven months, and the original 
notes were returned by Tiggart & Co. to Ruth 
when the renewals were accepted. 
the several notes were due 
they were dishonered and rotested. 
Immediately after this default in 
payment Taggart & Co. sued on both the 
original notes and the notes given in renewal. 
The admission of the genuineness of the first 
notes and the declaration by Capt. Emory that 
the renewals were skilifully executed forgeries 
was set up as the defense. 

The first trial resulted in A dis- 
agreement of the jury, and before the 
second legal battle was set for trial a compro- 
mise for $3,000 was effected. Ruth represented 
Taggart & Co. in hent County. 

u September 6, 1887, a short time before the 
forging of the note given Taggart & Co. would 
have become known, Ruth committed suicide 
at the residence of Mrs. Lydia Cinnamond in 
this city by swallowing eight ounces of laud- 
anum. The suicide was a premeditated one. 
Ruth left carefally written directions as to his 
funeral and the disposition of his personal 
property. He also left several letters, but 
none of them gave a reason for the suicide. 
Just before bis: death Ruth was engaged in 
business in New York Clty.

matter of urging upon the Legislature modifi- 
cations 0 existing statutes relative 
to houses of ill repute, which she 
came here fo set in motion, will 
be entrusted to the State Secretary, Mrs. 
Emma Curtis and to Mrs. Hanchett of Madi- 
son; Mrs. Dr. Shaw of Eauclaire and other 
prominent women ofthe W. C. T. U., with 
whom she has been in consultation. 
Dr. Bushnell believes that in im- 
prisonment lies the solution of the knotty 
problem. Where the statute provide the 
alternative of imprisonment or fine for 
keepers of houses of ill fame, she would im- 
pose imprisonment only, and where the. stat- 
ute imposes imprisonment for enticing fe- 
males of previous chaste character, she would 
extend the scope to embrace all unmarried 
females, whether of spotiess purity or the 
most hardened prostitute. , 

Said Dr. Bushnell: ‘‘If my investigation sat- 
isfied me of one thing it was that never under 
statute can houses of prostitution, and these 
infamous Northern dens, be driven out. Noth 
ing short of imprisonment, and that, too, for 
a considerable term of years, will ever 
wipe out or even mitigate the ei. 
This law specifies chaste unmarried women 
only, and in that regard it is defective. 
With prostitutes as readily obtainable as 
the are, Northern dens can never be 
abolished, and, too, should a girl who has 
once een an inmate reform, 
for him who again accomplishes her downfall 
there is no law. What the Temperance Union 
wants is imprisonment for the enticement of 
the most confirmed prostitutes as well.’’

Says the poet: It 
may be said that they are not mil 
ionaires and that their annual gains 
are small, but on the other hand the 
farmer rests secure while other occupations 
and professions are in constant fear of dis- 
aster; his dealing directly and honestly with 
the Almighty is safer than speculations; his 
life is no game of chance ana his Invest- 
mentsin the earth are better than in stock 
companies and syndicates. <As to profite if 
our farmers could care less for the comfort of 
themselves and their families, if they could 
consent tolive as their ancestors once lived 
and as the pioneers in new countries now live, 
they could with their present faellt 
ties no doubt double their in 
comes. But what a pitiful gain 
this would be at the expenge of the delicacies 
and refinements that make life worth living. 
No better proof of real gains can be found 
than the creation of pleasant homes for the 
comfort of age and the hap- 
piness of youth. When the great 
English critic, Matthew Arnold, was in 
this country, on returning from a visit in 
Essex County, he remarked that, while the 
land looked to him rough and unproductive, 
the landlord’s house seemed neat and often 
elegant. ‘But where,’ he asked, ‘do the ten- 
ants, the working people, live?” He seemed 
surprised when 1 told that the tenants were 
the landlords and the workers the owners.’’

The resolution was then 
referred to the Committee on Rules, which has 
the privilege of reporting at any time, and 
it may beexpeocted that a report from the 
committee wili be presented to the House 
early on Monday.

There 
is no doubt that the understanding 
upon which Gen. Weaver refrained from 
filibustering to-day was that the 5 
o’clock rule was to be abrogated and 
that the Oklahoma bill was to be considered 
ou Monday. The abolition of the 5 o'clock 
rule will enable the friends of Oklahoma in 
the Housé to nave ali night and day sessions, 
and, if necessary, to continue suspension 
Monday for a week. It has been decided at 
all events that Okiahoma is to get a show. 


December Crop Report. 


WASHINGTON, January 12.—The December 
report of the Department of Agriculture, 
which publishes in detail estimates of some of 
the more important crops, makes the product 


of corn, 1,987,790,000 bushels grown on 
75,672,768 acres, Valued on the farm at $677,561- 
680 or 34.1 ente per hushel, against 44.4 for tha 
crop of 1887, a decrease of A per cent, the pro- 
duct of 1887 being 27 per cent less in volume 
than that of 1888. The average yield of the 
commercial belt, or seven corn surplus 
States, averages 33.4 bushels per acre, 
The Atlantic coast, 
averages 11.2 bushels of comparatively poor 
anges The wheat aggregate is 414,868,000 
bushels, grown on 37,336,138 avres, vaiued at 
$884,248,089. The average yield therefore is 
11.1 bushels per acre, winter wheat 11.6 
bushels and spring wheat 10.3 bushels per 
acre. The average warm value is 6 
cents per bushel, against 68.1 cents for the 
previous crop, a difference due more to for- 
eign than domestic scarcity. The aggregate 
for oats is 701,787,000 bushels rown 
on 26,998,282 acres, and value at 
$195, 424,240. This is 27.8 cents per 
bushel against 80 cents for the crop of 1887. A 
comparison of aggregate values shows that 
the present corn crop is worth only $31,000,000 
more than the previous one; wheat, $74,000,000 
more; oats, $5,000,000 less.

The crime has cre- 
ated the wildest excitement, and hundreds of 
men are scouring the woods about.

A LIFE SENTENCE. 


After a Long Legal Battle a Verdict Is Found 
im the Tennyson Case.

WE KNOW IT.

Tisin the memory of 
all that the past ten 
years have yielded 
mtch thatis new and 
important relating to 
Mars, our nearest 
neighboring planet. 
From time to time we 
hear of the submerg- 
ence of Martial ‘‘con- 
tinents’’ on the sur- 
face, of the ‘‘duplica- 
tion’’ of these oa 
nales. The names of 
Prot. Schiaparelli, Di- 

: ; rector of the Milan 
Observatory; of M. Perratin, Director of the 
Observatory of Nice; of M. Terby, etc., are 
not unfamiliar in this connection. Yet 
I doubt if even the attentive reader 
of astronomical news, as it appears 
in the dally press, has as clear a 
notion as he would desire of just what has 
been done and of just what the problems are 
hieh are next to be attempted. 

The present is perhaps a good time to sum 
up the question, as all the observations of the 
last apposition are now available, as the 
Planet is to be invisible fora considerable 
time to come and especially as M. Schiapa- 
relli, the discoverer of the most important 
feautures, and M. Terby, one of the most as- 
siduous observers, have lately printed full 
discussions of thelr own work and of that of 


others. 
BARLY OBSERVATIONS OF MARS. 


Fontana, Hooke and Huyghens, 1636-50, were 
the first to observe the spots and markings on 
Mars. Their observations were directed to 
the determingtion of the rotation period of 
the planet. A certain spot is on the center of 
the disc of Mars at 10 p. m. ot Monday, for 
example; it gradually moves away from the 
center towards the western edge of the planet; 
it disappears, and finally it reappears at the 
eastern edge and again becomes arr at 
about ll p. m. of Tuesday. The rotation time 
isthus about 25 hours. It is, im fact, 24h. 
87m. Nes. The drawings of Mars made in 
1666 are easily compared with similar drawings 
made to-day, and the rotation period can be 
determined from about 80,000 revolutions of 
the planet on ite axis. 

We have drawings of the planet from 
Cassini, Maraidi and others aboutthe end of 
the seventeenth century, and other observa- 


tions and drawings Ly Sir William Herschel 
and by Schroeter about the end of the eigh- 
teenth, but it was not until the observations 
of Maedler (1830) that the accurate and de- 
talled study of the planet’s surface began.

Maedier’s bears the same relation to maps 
Mars that the map of the great mathematician 
and geograpber Eratosthenes (about 200 B. C 
bears to the earth. 

From 1860 to 1860 the map of Maedler re- 
mained the standard ogg 4 The observa- 
tions of Secchi, Dawes, alser, Lassell, 
Lockyer and others afforded material for the 
compilation of new charts. Finally, from 
1875 tothe present time the planet has been 
assiduously studied by the distinguished ob- 


Server, Prof. Schiaparelli, who has made this 


subject. peculiarly his own, as well us dy 
many other competent observers of England 
and Europe. A few observations of value 
have also been made in America, but 
from one cause or another the larger 
telescopes of this country have not con- 
tribu as fully as they should to the know!l- 
edge of the surface markings. The discovery 
of the two satellites of Mars by Prof. Hall at 
the Naval Observatory in Washington xives 
America a large share in the progress of the 
last decade, however. 

It is interesting to notice, in passing, the et- 
fect of the labors of a distinguished astrono- 
meron the fortunes of his own observatory. 
The astronomical establishments of Italy are 
the oldestin the world. It wasin Florence 
that Gallleo was making hie astonishing dis- 
coveries when Milton visited him. Yet they 
have always been poor in equipment. When 
Schi li took charge of the Royal Observa- 
tory of Milan its principal instrument was a 
small telescope of four inches aperture. His 
pepe | of the asteroid Hesperia by means 
of thig telescope was the cause of the purchase 
ot a larger instrument of eight inches in 1875. 
His discoveries on the planet Mars led again 
to the installation of his present 184¢ inch re- 
fractor, one of the world’s great telescopes, 
in 1885. Thus the modest observatory of the 
earlier years has become one ot the great iIn- 
stitutions of the world through the skill and 
assiduity and learning of its chief astronomer. 

THE NATURE OF THE SURFACE OF MARS. 

The surface of Mars when viewed in the 
telescope is at once seen to be divided into 
regions of three classes, whose principal dis- 
tinction is in color. 

The reddish regions have been called conti- 
nents,isiands, land; the dark greenish regions 
have been called seas, oceans, gulfs; the 
whitish regions near the poles of Mars have 
been identified with the polar caps of ice and 
snow. In general these latter wax and wane 
as they should with the Martial winter and 
summer; and inspite ot minor variations it 
seems to be fairly proved that they are in 
fact what they seem to be—namely, masses 
of polar snow orice. If snow and ice exist on 
the planet there must be water there, and the 
vapor of water. The spectroscope yields in- 
dependent evidence of the presence of watery 
v r tn the planet’s atmosphere also. 
Whether the dark green or the reddish regions 
are the oceans, seas and gulfs has never yet 
been settled by observation. The colors seem, 
by terrestrial analogies, to designate the 
green aréas as oceans, the red as land, but 

his distinction is one based almost ex- 
chusively on analogy. The encroachment 
of een areas upon red ones is now 


explained as partial submergences of (red) 


continents by the neighbaring (green) seas. 
But the case may be the exact opposite, 
and in fact it is quite possible a very different 
affair altogether.

The changes of color Of the seas appear to 
be no less certainly established than those 
of the continents, but they are of more grad- 
ualand progressive oh ter, 
least, to depend upon season of the 
Martial year. 

In fact, it is the opinion of the critics who 
have made the most thorough study of the 
changes on Mars that the aspect of Ahe planet 
varies in many respects as the season changes 
from spring to summer, from summer to 
autumn, etc. 

THE CANALS ON MARS, 

During the apposition of 1887 M. Schiapar- 
elli, not content with laying out the bound- 
aries of the various continents and seas with 
a precision as yet unreached @ bis atten- 
tion also to the delineation of the very finest 
details of the planet’s markings. He was soon 
rewarded with the striking discovery of a 
whole network of fine dark lines, which for 
want of a better name he called ‘‘canals.’’ 
They usually ran from one dark sea or bay to 
another. Their courses were nos sinuous like 
those of rivers on the earth. N are, how- 
ever, far too broad (about fifty miles) to bear 
any real analogy to terrestrial and artificial 
canals, and we must repeat that this desigha- 
tion is a mere name of convenience. 

The credit of the discovery of these canals 
is entirely due to M iaparrelli who urst 
studied them with suffieient care and made 
adequate maps of their courses. Many of 
them had been laid down, however, in the 
drawings of observers previous to 1877; and 
many observations made by large telescopes 
ma de said to entirely confirm the map of 
Schiaperelli, if notin ev ietail, yet in

continents, the seas, the polar caps of Maedier 
we have to add the complex net work ot 
canals. No new mystery was added by their 
discovery—only a greater compiexity. We 
must remember thatthe distribution of land 
and water on the surface of Mars is as yet un- 
known; that ‘‘continents,’’ seas and 
‘‘canals’’ are alikein being mere names for 
markings of various colors. 

DUPLICATION OF THE CANALS. 

We come now, however, to a discovery an- 
nounced by Prof. Schiaparelli in 1881 which 
presents a veritable mystery. Everything 
heretofore known, if not explained, seemed 
explicable by terrestrial analoxies,In 1881, how 
ever, the distinguished Italian astronomer an- 
nounced that tne known canals were froquently 
doubled or paralleled oF others of precisely 
similar appearance. he new map of the 
canals was the old one viewed through a 
doubly refracting prism, as M. Terby happily 
ean it. In 1886 M. Perrotin at Nice con- 

rmed this singular phenomenon, and in 1888 
both 1 and M. Schiapareili have again con- 
firmed it under new conditions. No other ob- 
servers than these have as yet seen this phe- 
nomenon of duplication. The season for 
such observations in 1888 was the months of 
April and May. The Lick telescope was 
not ready for such work until the middle 
of July. After that date the planet was not 
observed elsewhere with any advantage; but 
here, in spite of the low altitude of the planet 
(not more than degrees), of its small ap- 
parent diameter (not more than 10 seconds) 
and of other drawbacks, we secured a series 
of forty carefal drawings. These show the 
submerged continent Libya in essentially the 
Same state as my drawings of 1875, aa I have 
said; and they also show the principal canals 
as in the maps of M. Schi Ui, dus not a 
single canal was seen doubled, neither were 
they like fine narrow lines, as depicted, but 
rather like broad bands wide enough to cover 
the spaces occupied on Schiaparelii*’s maps by 
— — canals and the brighter region separating 

em. 

Iam by no means unaware of the unfavor- 
able conditions under which our observations 
were made—more than two months after the 
season for such work and I am only highly 
gratified that so much was shown’ by this 
powerful telescope under the circumstences. 

Imust deeply regret that the observatory 
could not have been completed in time to take 
its partin this work, for which its 1 
and its situation are alike adapted. e have, 
however, obtained assurances that the next 
favorable appositions will enable us to do our 
full part towards solving the enigmas pre- 
sented by the marvelous appearances re- 
ported by MM. Schiaparelli and Perrotin. 


PROPOSED EXPLANATIONS OF THE CANALS ON 
MARS 


It is perhaps superfiuousto attempt an ex- 
planation of aphenomenon which requires so 
much further study. But we may simply al- 
lude tothe suggestions put forth by various 
writers. The name ‘‘canals’’ has suggested 
to several writers, who shouid be more au- 
tious, the explanation that these markiags 
(not known to be water at all, be it remem- 
bered) are in fact commercial waterways! 
They are doubled, one may suppose, to re- 
lieve a traffic — oe 5 to crowded! They 
have been called vers by others. But 
these rivers run from One dark mark- 
ing to another, they do not rise in the bright 
regions (land), and t sinuonusi- 
ties. ir duplication been explained as 
a diffraction phenomepon caused by the fo 
lying along the river valleys. Others «gain 
suppose them to be crevassesin the glaciers 
(also not proved to exist) in the planet. All 
these hypotheses are as yet without sufficient 
foundation. We must assuredly be content to 
wait for another favorabi 
sition of this pl (1882) before we can be 
entirely ed as to all the facts of the case, 
and we must postpone ill that time any ex- 
planation. —

city were obtained, it is alleged, by misrep- 
resentation on the part of the canvassers. The 
most of those who signed their names when 
fully informed, however, row look at the 
matter in a different light, and are desirous to 
scratch their names again from 
the petitions, which 

been presented to the board. 

in the erection of buildings. 
John A. Joyce, a member of the School 
Board and so-called leader of the tax payers 
side of East St. Louis, made some very in- 
teresting remarks at the late meeting of the 
board, when discussing the advisability of 
not purchasing the Fourth Ward site, and 
the members of the boas@ with the exception 
ot Dr. Wiggins, who Was firmest in urging 
its purchase, abandoned the idea. 

A demand for the payment of $5,300 was made 
upon School Treasurer John Renshaw by the 
owners of the Fourth Ward site, This was the 
amount agreed upon to be paid for it, prior to 
its being voted against at the late meeting of 
the board. The treasurer refused to recog- 
nize the claim on the ground that he had been 
notified of the — action of the 
School Board, rejecting the site. Mr. 
Renshaw said that he is compelled to work in 
obedience and harmony witn the board, an 
if he would pay the claim demanded it would 
be working agaimst their wishes. The deeds 
and other documents pertaining tothe trans- 
fer are deposited in East St. Louis Bank, but 
as the School Board has since decided not to 
purchase the property, the dispute will only 
end py litigation in the courts.

JEFFERSON City, January 12. 
HE reports of the 
two legislative com- 
mittees appointed by 
Gov. Morehouse to 
settle with the Auditor 
and Treasurer and to 
investigate the man-

. * . departments and State 
institutions have created something of a stir 
among the members. The effect of both ro- 
ports had been in a measure discounted by 
the original publication of the subject matter 
in the Post-DISPATCH about two weeks ago. 
As stated et that time, one of the reports 
recommends the abolition of the Bureau of 
Labor Statistics and the office of Register 
of Lands; severely criticises the management 
of the State Insurance Department and a 
number of important changes will probably 
follow as the direct result of these inve stiga- 

tion. 

To begin with, the committee ask that the 
Legisiature make a more thorough investi- 
gation of the Insurance Department. It seems

that at least one member of the committee is 


dissatisfied with the facilities afforded the 
committee for obtaining a thorough under- 
standing about the manner in which the de- 
partment ie run. Several bills will be intro- 
duced at an early date, carrying out the 
suggestions and recommendations of the com- 
mittee. 

The Committee on State Institutions also 
made an interesting report of the $24,750 ap- 
propriated by the last Legislature for the 
Agricultural College and Farm; $1,000 was 
accounted for as having been spent for the 
construction of a hog bara. The committee 
found the hog barn to be simply a compart- 


ment in the basement of another barn ; $5,000 


was expended in the construction of a sheep 


barn. Other appropriations made by the 


Legislature for specific purposes have been 
misapplied and used in another direction.

TION OF DANTE STUDENTS. 


The Goethe Series at St. George's Guild 


Room Followed by Lectures on Art— 
Wm. T. Bryant Discusses the Symbolism 
of Greek Architecture—Synopsis of Yés- 
terday Morning's Very Interesting Talk. 


S A RESULT of the lee - 
tures delivered at the 
guild room of Dr. Hol- 
land’s church, upon 
Goethe this winter and 
upon Dante last, a per- 
manent organization 
has been effected for 
the purpose of insuring 
their continuance in 
other series of lectures 
of like eharacter. A

This organization is to be known as the 
Dante School, and the first continued course 
under its auspices is now in progress. This 
course consists of ten lectures on art, two of 
which have been given, delivered Saturday 
mornings, by W. T. Bryant. 

Mr. Bryant’s lecture yesterday was on the 
‘*Symbolism of Greek Art. It was delivered 
in the Guild Room at St. George’s Church, 
Beaumont avenue and Chestnut street. The 
following is 

A SYPOPSIS OF THE TALK. 

We have seen the symbolism of Egypt to 
be full of enigmas. And we have seen in the 
Greek interpretation of the vocal Memnon 
an intimation that the solution 
of these enigmas finds its begin- 
ning in the civilization of the Greeks. 
To this clv:lization again the key - note may be 
found in the legend of Cadmus, for the legend 
is itselfa beautiful symbol of the rhythmic 
character so conspicuously dominant in the 
whole Hellenic race. There is at the outset a 
significant intimation in the fact that Cadmus 
himself is represented as a descendant of 
Neptune, one of the Greek divinities. His 
eventful career, too, is begun through the in- 
tervention of another—the chief of the same 
pantheon. Thus at the outset Cadmus is seen 
to have both a divine descent and also a 
divinely appointed destiny. His sister Europa 
is borne away by Zeus. Cadmus in search 
of her traverses many lands and finally 
enters Hellas. Here a strangely beautiful 
shepherd meets him and directs him to the 
shrine of Apollo, where he will find clear 
guidance. Obeying, he finds that Apolio him- 
self is one and tbe same with the shepberd. 
Cad ums is to follow a cow along the way until 
she ilies down, and there he is to build a city. 

In Egypt animals were themselves embodi- 
ments of divinities. In Greece they are mere 
instrumentalities ior the furtherance of the 
des gne of gods in human form. This is em- 
phasigzed in the legend by the fact that no 
sooner has the animal served the purpose in- 
dicated then Cadums offers it as a sacrifice to 
Athene, the Goddess of Wisdom, dy whom, 
then, he will be guided in bullding the city. 

At the outset of this enterprise, too, he finds 
himself in flerce conflict with the dragon 
sacred to Mars, the god of war. In the devel- 
opment of civilization the savage forces of 
disorder must be overcome. Nor is this a 
simple task. He must sow the dragon’s teeth 
in the earth, whence spring up a multitude of 
armed oes threatenin his existence. 
Athene hints to hima simple means of secur- 
ity. Astone cast into their midst sets them 
upon one another and all are slain save five, 
who lu theirexhaustion submit themselves to 
the leadership of the divinely directed man 
who alone is capable of rule. The city be- 
comes a reality and Cudmus establishes alt the 
arts of peace. His laborious mission is ac- 
complished, and now the gods 
whom he has aerved would re- 
ward him. Now can the gods themselves 
discover any more fitting reward for him 
who bas been the willing instrument in estab- 
lishing divine order in the world than the 
Goddess Harmonia as his wedded companion 
for the remainder of bis life. 

‘*‘Nay, all divine influences are grouped as if 
by inevitable attraction about this man who 
— does what the gods require. The gods 

emselves attend and honor his wedding 
with Harmonia, while the Muses sing the 
wedding - hymn. All forms of beauty find 
their truest rhythmic realization through the 
union of this divinely gifted pair. 

‘‘*Significantly, too, the wedding robe of Har- 
monia is presented by Athene. And nothing 
could be more appropriate than that Harmony 
should be clothed in garments woven by 


isdom. 

Taking thie richly suggestive legend as 
the clue, we may note how the rythmic char- 
acter it unfolds is present and dominant in all 
the architectural as well as other work of the 
Greeks. 

IN THE EGYPTIAN ARCHITECTURE, 
indeed, we found all characterized by vague- 
ness and vastness. In the architecture of the 
Greeks, on the contrary, there ig utmust 
clearness and simplicity, so that rythm of 
form rather than vastness of dimensioa is the 
element found most impressive. Among the 
Greeks, too, we find two strongly marked 
types of mind and life and two correspona- 
ingly marked types of architectural coastruc- 

on. 


How the Doric and the Ionic character 
came to be differentiated from the primitive 
Hellenic stock and from each other can — | 
be conjectured. That this differentiation too 
— before the Heilenes discovered and en- 

ered into the lands we know as Greece seems 
nd question. It was in the migrations 
from their primitive home that the separation 
between Dorian and lonian became complete, 
each division csasing from ita wandering only 
when it came into the presence of such phase 
of nature as satisfied its own deepest though 
undefined yearning. 

Thus it vas thatthe Dorians, with their 
dominant mood of reticence and simple re- 
serve, found a congenial home amid the 
K mountain masses of Northern 
Greect, while the vivacious lonians experi- 
enced complete restfuluess for the first time 
when they came upon the shores of the miid, 
yet everr ean sea. 

**Thus, while the native distinguishing char- 
acteristics ot these two remarkably contrasted 
divisions of the Hellenle race could uot bave 
had their origin in the merely external forms

Superintendent of the Crown Coal Co., 
which has an office on a darge at the 
tot of Plum street, saw the whole 
scene, and thinking it was not right to let 
such an outrage be enacted without any at- 
tempt to make the perpetrators suffer for it, 
called up the Chief of Police and informed 
him of what had occurred, telling him also 
that the robbers were even then engaged in a 
quarrel about the division of the spoils, and if 
police were sent Gown the entire gang could 
be captured. The police did not come, but an 
agent of the Missouri Pacific road did, how- 
ever, and he, with the assistance of others, 
awed the crowd and held them until an empty 
car was backed up, into which the thieves 
were made to throw back the coal which lay 
on the ground. It is not every day that they 
throw off as large an amount of coal 
at one time as they did Friday, but 
their aggregate stealings during a day will 
amount o a great deal.

A Smash in Wheat—Effect of the Govern- 
ment Report—A More Solid Appesrance

HICAGO, January 
12.—Smash went 
the wheat market 
to-day.

the practical confirmation of the ‘‘tip.’’ The 
estimate was 6,000,000 bushels short of the 
pointer figure, but the total was big enough 
to give the bears tremendous courage, which 
they were not slow to use. The break to-day 
carried the orice of May wheat down to $1.00% 
and January was quoted at ic. Min- 
neapolis broke 30 and New Yor 
closed panicky on the ‘‘curb,’’ with 
millions of long wheat pressing for sale, 


A lot of foreign limits were reached and the 
orders filled before they could be withdrawn 
or lowered. Last cables were weak and New 
York advised that not less than 56,000,000 bu of 
futures, held for foreign account, would be 
sold Monday unless the tone ofthe market 
should change radically before Monday. And 
the Government report is credited with hav- 
ing wrought this wonderful transformation 
a revolution in sentiment so sudden and so 
radical that the bears, who would have 
been delighted a week ago with assurance 
that wheat would go to I are vebemently 
prophecying 8 cents, while the bulls stand 
around scared and feverish with fear, willing 
to admit the possibility of almost any calam- 
ity. Seventy-five per cent of the bulis who 
rode up on the boom to §1.23 have biown lu 
their winnings and are where they started 
from. Of the remaining 2% per cent half 
have done nothing since they floated out of 
their winnings, and the other halt have been 
playing the bear side of the deal with 
eminent success. What does the Government 
report say, and what is the lesson it teaches? 
It gives the crop at 415,000,000 measured busb- 
els. Deduct 380,000,000 bushels for short 
weight, a not extravagant estimate, as millers 
concede, and we have ieft 385,000,000 commer- 
cial 60-pound bushels. Since July 1] there have 
been exported 50,000,000 bushels, leaving 885, - 
000,000 bushels, or 5,000,000 bushels less than 
the inside estimates of the amount of wheat 
required at home for food, seed, the manu- 
factures, etc. Thus it would seem 
that if exportation should cease, we would 
have 5,000,000 bushels less in sight and reserve 
on the Ist of next July than we had on the Ist 
of last July, when supplies were admittedly 
and nvtoriously sinaller than at any time for 
five years and considerably within safe limits. 
The statistical situation is quite as strong as 
the more ardent bulls figured on when they 
were bidding $1.20 for ay wheat, yet the 
realization is less full of terrors than the an 
ticipation, and the same bulis’ crowd 
is now disheartened and whipped. 
What is the matter? New ork 
and St. Louis speculators have now alot of 
money in their market since wheat left $1.18, 
and the hard-betting local bears have re- 
covered more of the money they dropped on 
the ground boom last September and ber.

The Situation in Stocks—Bank Statement 
Railway Earnings—Financial Items. 

By Telegraph to the Posr-Diararen. 

ALL STREET, New 
YORK, January 12.— 
Although speculation 
is as dead as the 
proverbial door- nail 
and the two thon- 
sand more or less 
active members of 
the Stock and Con- 
solidated Exchange 
have transformed 
themselves into a lot 
of ‘‘eighth cnasers’’ 
in order to make 
both ends meet, Wall 
street is keeping a 
close watch on cur- 
rent events. The 
conferences held in 
this oity during the 
past week of course transcended all other 
matters in importance and in some quarters 
are expected to be the salvation of an ermy of 
poor brokers and speculators. Sofar as the 
general public are concerned, they are at the 
moment wholly independent of the ups and 
downs of the stock list. Such of the outsiders 
who formerly took a flyer when the profits 
of their legitimate business warranted the 
risk long since retired from the 
feild either through disgust at the 
way they were handled by the leaders 
of the street or through a more potent 
cause, a lack of the needful to satisfy their 
speculative desires. Another and a very 
considerable set who have been fortunate 
to have a surplus to invest have 
quietly paid for the securities bought 
and bave them securely locked in 
their tin boxes to be sold perhaps on the next 
boom. The situation is both novel and inter- 
esting to everybody but the firms who have a 
retinue of clerks, private wires and expensive 
surroundings to maintain. These are in a 
state bordering closely on despair. 

When in December several leading banking 
firms with the backing of their important and 
influential branches abroad began the work of 
bringing the railroad presidents into line it 
was pretty generally agreed that at last things 
were going to change for the better. Drexel, 
Morgan 4 Co., having been successful 
manipulators of various great deals, to 
say nothing of their work in the resurrection 
of Huntington’s Uhesapeake & Onio enter- 
prise, the cry wentup that the roads west, 
northwest and southwest of Onicago would 
immediately be transformed into big dividend 
payers again. Wall street likes to anticipate, 
and as it was hungering for something new it 
took to the promised new order of things with 
a good deal of unction. 

It may be that the scheme will be carried 
through, despite overbuilding of roads, ex- 
cessive capitalization, legislative restrictions 


and other considerations; but on the bull 
side apesaiasecs are significantly silent. They 
h een beaten so often in the last few 
— 2 that they prefer to suppress their ardor 
—that ie 80 far as their pockets are 
concerned—until they can see exactly which 
way the wind in going to blow. The spurts in 
the Marketon Friday and Saturday may or 
may not prove the forerunner ofa better con- 
dition affairs in the future. Is all de- 
pendent upon the efficacy of the latest device 
to maintain the rates of transportation on 
a ayin basis? It true that 
the presidents have agreed never to 
sin again, but itis quite evident from con- 
versations with some of them that they are 
distrustful and will watch each other with 
eagle eyes.

CHAT FROM CHANGE. 


There was wild exultation in the camp of 
the bears yesterday. They had taken the 
wheat and corn markets and rap away with 
them, notwithstanding the energetic protest- 
ations of the bulls. Wheat especially siffered 
severely, losing largely in value and selling 8e 
below the preceding Saturday's close. There 
was but one side to wheat all the week and 
that was to sell it on every reaction, no mat- 
ter how small that reaction might be. Why 
wheat was a sale has been pointed out in this 
column time and again, and the same reasons 
still hold good. Thereisno demand for the 
actual stuff at the prices rulingin this coun- 
try, except for local consumption in this 
country, though it must be admitted that 
this consumptive demand is now improving. 
But Europe will have none of it, and dppar- 
entiy will not wantany wheat until the price 
gets down considerably below where it is now. 
Speculation, outside the large centers, is 
almost dead and the outside buying that is 
such a mainstay to the market is lacking. 
The crop now in the ground never was in bet- 
ter condition to withstand the rigors of win- 
ter; the rigors which, like the latter, have not 
come, at least so far, The longs are demoral- 
ized and the shorts aggressive, the latter play - 
ing on velvet and eager to crush the 
market down still further.

An Encouraging Outlook—The Outputs of 
the Carbonate and Fryer Chutes.

LEADVILLB, Colo., January 10.—There is a 
geological question still unsettled in Lead- 
ville, which is of great importance to St.

SHOT AT SULPHUR SPRINGS.

He said they were his enemies; the enemies 
of his race, that he gloried in the scalps ofa 
certain number that were hanging up yet in 
his lodge, all white men’s scalps ; wished there 
were more of them, as there would have been 
if he had lived. He said he had 
done * he was ashamed ot or so for, 
and closed his recitative by expressing his joy 
that he was now going to the land of the good 
Spirit and brave indians, and that be was now 
ready to die. Those around were astonished 
at the bold, joyous strain of his death song 
and the striking change in his appearance and 


manner.

There were various relics of the former gov- 
erments, French and Spanish, left, and some- 
what curious, when I first arrived in St. Louis 
in 1819.

HOW BIRDS FLY. 


A Forgotten Naturalist Who Was Thirty 
Years in Advance of His Time. 


From the Washington Star. , 

Among the many interesting papers read at 
the session of the American Ornithologists’ 
Union was one by Dr. Coues ‘on the flight of 
birds, which for several reasons attracted 
special attention. Dr. Coues was not present- 
ing his own views on this difficult subject, 
but took the occasion to bring to notice cer- 
tain views published thirty years ago bya 


Washingtoufan, Mr. BR. Davidson, in a pamph- 
let entitled A New Theory onthe Flight of 
Birds.’’ It seems that Mr. Davidson was en- 
tirely unknown, not only to Dr. Coues him- 
self, but to all the other ornithologists pres- 
ent, and it was par due to the desire to 
bring his paper, hitherto ored, to the 
proper attention of scientists that the speaker 
presented itand gave a brief resume of its 
contents. 

Dr. Coues did not claim that Mr. Davidson 
had the matter entirely right, but he thought 
it only justice to a hitherto neglected author 
to say that Mr. Davidson’s fundamental ideas 
and propositions were in close accord with 
whatis now the accepted explanation of the 
mechanics of flight; that the discovery was no 
doubt original with Mr. Davidson, and too 
much credit could not be given to one who 
thus showed himself to have been nearly a 
generation in advance of his timesin this par- 
ticularjline of original research. 

Atthes time Dr. urged upon the 
attention ofthe union the necessity of care- 
fully examining and sifting the evidence 
brought forward by Mr. Davidson, especially 
in the light of late studiesof Mr. Edward Muy- 
bridge on the whole subject of animal locomo- 
tion by means of an admirable series of instan- 
taneous photographs. The fundamental prop- 
osition isthat gravity, orthe weight of the 
bird, so farfrom being that which is simply 
to be overcome in flying, is the greatest factor 
in the mechanics of fight, without which mo- 
memtum would be impossible. It is well- 
known that, as a rule, the birds which fly the 
fastest and strongest are those whose bodies 
are the heaviest in proportion to their spread 
of wing. Gravity acts upon flight somewhat as 
does the string of a kite, which at once holds 
the kite down and enable it to rise against the 
wind. Many other points are involved in 
different cases and under different circum- 
stances, but in all of them gravity is the most 
important factor. g 

In speaking of the matter to a Star reporter 
Dr. Coues said that he bad failed thus far to 
discover who Mr. Davidson is, if he be still 
alive, but that he desired always to give credit 
where credit is due, and hoped that the pre- 
sentation of the paper before so distinguished 
a body of ornithologists would at least result 
in rescuing from oblivion the name of a 
meritorious and ingenious stadent of nature, 
who had perhaps dd before his discoveries 
were appreciated.

For whether 
we appiaud or execrate the French Revolution, 
no thoughtful student of history will venture 
to deny that it is by far the most important 
event of modern times; the birth and begin- 
ning of mighty forces which are as yet not 
only unspent, but which have not as yet 
touched their climax.

LAST YEAR’S TOMATO PACE, 


An Overproduction Which is of Benefit to 
Consumers. 


The American Grocer, in its issue of January 
9, gives an interesting report in regard to the 
tomato pack of 1888. According to the com- 
pilation presented in the report, for the 


second time an overproduction has occurred. 
There were put up last year 3,319,437 cases of 
tomatoes of two dozen tins each, ora total of 
70,666, 488 cans, costing at ints of production 
about $6,000,000 and reaching consumers at a 
total expense of $8,000,000. During ths year 
the acreage was largely increased in all di- 
ections, and, in spite of unfavorable weather, 
heavy rains in some States and long droughts 
in others, the increase in the pack over 1887 
was 502, 889 cases. The canning industry grew 
in the Western and Southern States. Maryland 
and Virginia turned out 1,118,783 cases, the 
former being the banner State. 

Houses for canning vegetables are . 
ing faster than the demand warrants. e 
over-production, however, wasof benefit to 
the consumers, and asa resuit canned goods 
are at the command of the poorest. The diet 
of the masses, itis claimed, has been great! 
improved by the canned goods, which furnis 
at a reasonable cost a supply of anti-scorbutic 
food, and itis fairto assume that to this im- 

rovement in variety and quality of diet is 

ue in some degree the average longevity 
shown now to be greater by two years 
than a generation ago.

The Jumbo Paris Has Lost. 


From the London Daily Telegraph. 

The remains of the Paris Jumbo will not be 
lost to posterity. The aged elephant died the 
other day in the Jardin des Plantes of tubercu- 


losis, as has been proved by M. Pouchet, who 
made the post-mortem examination of the 


animal. The skeleton,the trunk,the beart and 


the liver of the colossal pachyderm will be 
laced, after due preparation in the Anatom- 
cai Museum, but the body has been igno- 
miniously cut up and divided among various 
neturalists for experimental purposes. The 
animal, which was a female, came to Paris 
from the Indies in 1862, and had survived the 
Franco-German war, the Commune, the 
various changes of Ministry that have taken 
since the foundation of the Third Re- 
ublic, and the recent ‘‘scandais’’ and ‘‘rev- 
elations.’’ Nevertheless, the late lamented 
pachyderm’s life was biighted by losses to

women’s clubs. The uneasiness of women to 

imitate men, politically, personally and so- 

clally, is a distressing note of modern civili- 

zation. It is artistipally a mistake, it is prob- 

ably also one morally. It is unlikeness which 

lends interest to intercourse quite as much as 

sympathy, and itis difference which consti- 

tutes charm in companionship, as well as 

comprebension. The landscape which is uni- 

form is tiresome, and so is uniformity of char- 
acter. 

The mere fact that women should wish for 
clubs indicates the immense change which has 
taken place in the habits and wishes of the 
sex. Clabs merely supply to men, in & con- 


densed shape, what they possessed before; but 


to women they offer wholly new and possibly 


questionable advantages. If a woman wants 
a club it is indicative that her home does not 
give her much that she wants; she may be a busy 
or an idle person, but she is at all events one 
who loves the streets, like Dr. Johnson, 
and finds pleasure in being associated 
with strangers. To those who are still 
of opinion that the finest flower of 
womanhood is a sensitive plant best cultured 
in shade and silence this indication will not be 
welcome. The kind of woman who will enjoy 
aclub will not be ot the highest order; she 
will be a chatty, grecarious, sociable, probda- 
bly fussy and gossiping woman, or she will 
belong to that eminentiy uniovely and 
unlovabie class of women who is, in 
sporting pbrase, ‘‘hard es nale,“ who 
wears giasses, dissects live kittens, and writes 
learned essays to prove the nothingness of 
everything; a truly borrible and appalling 
class which it is the especial destination of 
the ninteteenth century to have producec. 
CLUBS FOR BOTH SEXES. 

These two orders of women, with. those 
other women who are humdrum, burried and 
oceupied in gaining their own livelihood in 
the most meritorious but uncomfortable man- 
ner, Will furnish the ladies’ clubs with their 
members; at least those ladies’ clubs from 
which men are excluded. Those to which 
men are admitted will so exactly resemble 
Hurlingham, Sandringham, the New COlup 
and all other places where men and 
women already meet that they are 
not worth discussing. They will offer 
agreeabie facilities for revdezvoug and 
this will become their chief end and object 
very naturally; possibly when one or two tre- 


mendous scandals have had their headquar- - 


ters in them they will de shut up with a tre- 
mendous noise and uproar, and society will 
be neither the better nor t the worse for them. 
What are essentially women's clubs are those 
to which women only are admitted, as men’s 
clubs are essentially those to which men on!
